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MEANINGFUL LEGISLATION 
Part III 
By Robert O. Fee 


In 1965 a mandatory helmet bill was 
introduced into the California legisla- 
ture. Fortunately it failed to pass. In 
1967 another mandatory helmet bill will 
be introduced into the legislature. It will 
not be a motorcyclist who introduces 
the bill, but some well intentioned 
amateur do-gooder who believes that a 
helmet will instantly curtail all motor- 
cycle accidents and the resulting in- 
juries and death. 

The Committee for Better Motor- 
cycling at their August, 28th meeting, 
discussed legislation and compiled at 
the following list that they will recom- 
mend to be introduced in the 1967 legis- 
lature. These are not cure-alls and do 
not impinge on the right of any cyclist 
to court disaster if he so chooses. But 
they will help protect someone else 
from being taken along with him. 

1. All motorcycles sold in the state 
shall be equipped with safety rims. (The 
Highway Patrol furnishes each of their 
motor officers with this protection.) 

2. A special endorsement of the oper- 
ators license shall be required to oper- 
ate a motorcycle on public streets. 
(The endorsement would consist of a 
special driving test performed in traffic 
at the direction and under the super- 
vision of motorcycle police officer.) 

3. Require motorcycle oriented sub- 
jects in high school driver education 
classes. 

4. Require renters of motorcycles and 
motorscootérs to furnish a helmet with 
all rentals at the time of renting. (This 
does not keep the rentee from refusing 
to use it if he so chooses.) 

5. Require the seller of a motorcycle 
to inform the buyer that a safety helmet 
is desirable protection while operating a 
motorcycle by 

a. A sticker on the speedometer 
with a warning similar to the warning 
carried on a package of cigarettes. 
(When the buyer pulls the sticker off, he 
has beeninformed andthe choice is his.) 

b. A signed statement from par- 
ents of riders under 21 attesting that 
they understand the value of a safety 
helmet while operating a motorcycle. 
(By their signature they have been in- 
formed and the choice is theirs.) 

6. Require a stiff sole to be worn by 
the rider in such a manner as to be 
interposed between the foot and oper- 
ating controls. (If a rider wants to risk 
his foot in thongs or slippers, it’s his 
foot. However, for the safety of others 
he should be able to apply the brakes in 
a positive, unflinching action.) 

The CBM would like to hear from any 
tider who feels he has a point that 
should be considered. The CBM’s under- 
lying philosophy is: No individual should 
be mandatorily required by the govern- 
ment to take any action, to buy any item 
or wear any apparel that does not di- 
rectly contribute to the safety of other 
motorists or the general public. Send 
your comments to: The Committee for 
Better Motorcycling, 105 No. Vermont 
Ave., Glendora, Calif.

This was the first Southwestern inter- 
national motorcycle tour, and the first 
road ride put on in conjunction with a 
motorcycle race in recent memory. 

To begin with, we were advised 
against even having the run by a number 
of people whose opinions we respect. 
“You are bound to have trouble with the 
*element,'" they objected. “It might turn 
out to be another black eye for motor- 
cycling,” they said. 

We worried about this unnecessarily, 
as it turned out. Sr. Eliseo Garcia, the 
Chief pf the State and Federal Tourism 
Department remarked that last Saturday 
night was one of the quietest nights he'd 
seen in Ensenada, even though there 
was a convention of camperites and a 
dog show happening in the town in addi- 
tion to the tour and races that weekend. 
“Your riders are even better behaved 
than our local boys,” he confided. In- 
deed, the stately roar of the Harleys and 
BSA's was far less grating on the ears 
than the usual racket of the unmuffled 
Islos, Vespas and Yamahas that Ensena- 
da is used to. 

Professor Hermida, the Mayor of En- 
senada, was one of those who expressed 
misgivings about the tour. When I asked 
him Sunday how he liked the motorcycle 
riders now, the mayor replied with much 
energy “Magnifico! Magnifico!” 

Ensenada also boasts a very fine 
police department under police Chief 
Camacho. His officers are trained to 
assist, rather than arrest people. The 
Chief decided to enforce an Ensenada 
law against drinking in public, and thus 
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any trouble which may have occurred 
was easily prevented. 

I think the tour proved at least one 
thing we have always suspected, that 
motorcycle enthusiasts as a whole are 
one of the finest groups in North America, 
and as long as a courteous but fjrm 
police force is tending to business, they 
Should be at least as welcome to any 
fair city as yachtsmen, dog fanciers or 
camperites, I think we also demonstrated 
that the disruptive power of the ‘element’ 
has been greatly overrated. Let those 
who say “you can’t let motorcyclists 
gather” read our story and reconsider, 
Here we had 140 road riders and 350 
racers and their entourage convening in 
a Mexican town of 42,561 population and 
not a single one ever saw the inside of 
the calaboose, nor was there any trouble 
at all. 

Yet the annual yacht race in May fills 
the jail up every year. Maybe the bad cy- 
clists have taken up sailing? 

There were a fair share of predictable 
goof-ups on our first Tour. The silver 
Aztec Calendar pins that we gave to 
each entry failed to arrive from Taxco 
on time for the start and had to be passed 
out at the parade on Sunday. 


Two Campgrounds 


Then the riders were misdirected to 
the campgrounds and when the campsite 
was finally ET of the less skill- 
ful riders co ined they could not 
navigate the dirt road leading into it. So 
another campsite was arranged, this one 
on a beautiful beach close to town, ac- 
cessible by a hardpacked road. There 
were free showers and restrooms and 
even a laundry room at the second camp, 
but it was nearly dark by this time and 
the impatient riders had discovered that 
motels were cheap and so they elected 
to spend the night indoors, leaving left 
the Mexican guards to stand watch over 
empty beaches and prairie. 


Gripe Session Enjoyed By All 

Probably the most enjoyable part of 
the weekend's festiyities for many riders 
was the Saturday evening Grip Session. 
This was such a popular event that we 
are planning to make it a regular feature 
on the program. The first annual award 
for the Biggest Gripe of the Year went 
to Pappy Ward of San Diego for the im- 
mortal statement, “And I thought the 
Mickey Mouse Run was mickeymouse!” 

Meanwhile back at City Hall the Ace 
of Clubs M.C. members directed by Road 
Captain Vern Selby organized the tour 
bikes in categories for the Most Beauti- 
ful Motorcycle Contest. Judges were the 
Chief of police and the Ensenada motor- 
cycle corps. It was a difficult choice,

A VERY HAIRY HOUND 


By Dick Wright 


CHECKERS M.C. CHECK CHASE 
AND HOUND RED ROCK CANYON, 
OCTOBER 9, 1966 


The Checkers laid out the type of 
course for which they have become 
famous. It’s long and rough; a real 
challenge for man and machine. 
Everyone who finished deserved 
some kind of an award for his deter- 
mination. Lon Peterson, No. 7 Open 
Expert, who is 18-years-old and has 
been riding for two years, was able 
to take the over-all win among some 
real hot competition, as there were 
250 big-bore entries, and it seemed 
that every hot shoe in District 37 
was on the starting line. 


It was a banner start at the bote 
tom of a wide open sandy hill. The 
Checkers got the race off to a clean 
beginning and it was nice rolling to 
the first smoke bomb. The first loop 
of over forty miles had a mixture of 
all kinds of desert terrain. There was 
a fouremile sand wash that you could 
fly low through in fourth gear, arid if 
that wasn’t fast enough for you, you 
made a sharp right onto a wide fire 
road for another four miles of all-out 
fourth gear. Once you were off the 
fire road you headed toward the 
hills and hit some uphill fire roads, 
which are always a blast. 

The downhill picked by the 
Checkers M.C. was a real challenge. 
It was-a long, rocky, granite trail; 
you couldn't panic on the brakes and 
lock them up because it was very 
steep and justlike riding on marbles, 
and it was off-camber to the right 
with about a fifteen foot drop-off. 

The first loop was so long that a 
lot of riders ran out of gas. The 
second loop was not for sissies 
either. It was sixty miles of long 
sand washes, a couple of long down- 
hill grades, and four water crossings 
about eighteen inches deep. 


Lon Peterson checked into sec- 
ond spot behind Dick Vick about ten 
miles out of the first gas check. Lon 
caught up with Dick when Vick 
missed the lime and overshot the 
course by a couple-hundred yards. 
They dualed in the toolies for the 
next five miles, and finally Lon was 
able to pass Vick, but in trying to 
maintain the lead, Lon crashed into 
the bank of a sand wash, After pick- 
ing himself up he found a better way 
of getting out of the sand wash, he 
got back on the trail and finally 
caught up to Vick a little before one 
of the long, steep and sandy down- 
hills that was a real shocker. At 
this point Vick was tiring, as he had 
missed a couple of runs and was not 
in shape, so he took the hill cau- 
tiously rather than drop the bike and 
be too tired to pick it up on the hill. 
Lon took this opportunity and turned 
it on coming down the hill. He was 
ableto build up a twelve-minute lead 
by the time he took the checkered 
flag for a well deserved win overall. 

Bob Belt, No. 6X, must have 
been really moving on his Greeves 
250, as he came in fourth over-all 
right behind the fast company of 
Dick Vick, second place finisher 
No. 12, on his Triumph, and third 
place finisher Jack Byers, No. 28, 
also a Triumph. 

The Shamrocks M.C. of Sunland 
really came to this run ready, will- 
ing, and able to race, as they had 
about 8 riders in the first fourteen 
finishers, which speaks rather high- 
ly for the caliber of riders in their 
club. 

Everyone agreed that it was a 
rough two loops, but the riders who 
kept going and finished all agreed 
that it was a real good day of racing. 


Trail Bike Action Report 


The Trail Bikes Class had fifty en- 
tries, and the Checkers really gave them 
their money's worth by having them ride 
the first loop of over forty miles of 
open desert terrain on a course that was 
2 real blast for a trail bike.It had every- 
thing that you would want to get into in 
a race: long, fast sand washes; rocky, 
granite down-hill trails; and fast fire 
roads. The way they handle in this kind 
of rough terrainis one of the big reasons 
why trail bikes are so popular.

With drizzly clouds threatening 
the bay area with rain and Ron Grant 
off in Mexico playing Rex of the 
mountain on a Baja record run, Sun- 
day's AFM grand prix at Cotati was 
short on both crowd and talent. 

Best scraps of the day occurred 
between Georganne Muhlberg and 
Bill Boyd on Yamaha 100s in the 
production category, and between 
Art Baumann and Dave Burchards on 
350 Hondas in the GP events. 

Baumann also managed a specta- 
cular win in the 500cc class aboard 
a 351cc-kitted Honda Super Hawk 
tuned by Bob Vineyard, and con- 
tinued his domination of the 250 
production class on the Howard 
Motors-Team Cutlass Suzuki Hustler 
built by Don Bates. 

Some of the highlights: 

100cc Production Race 

This was a real Lulu during the 
first three laps. Georganne Muhlberg 
and Bill Boyd got off the line at al- 
most the same instant and immedi- 
ately began runningtheir own private 
race. 

Georganne had both acceleration 
and top speed, but Boyd seemed to 
be a little sharper in the corners, 
and with astute use of Georganne's 
slipstream kept within striking dis- 
tance on the first two laps. 

"| got past her at one point," 
Boyd said later, “but I moved my 
foot back to the rear peg and acci- 
dentally turned off the key. By the 
time I got the bike running again 
she was gone, and I had lost her 
slipstream. Then she just began to 
build up her lead; I couldn’t catch 


her.” 
350cc Grand Prix 


As usual, the 350 race was a 
test to see who has the fastest Super 
Hawk. Also as usual the answer is 
Art Baumann, riding the Ex-Kibble- 
white-Young Precision Machining 
Honda. The bike now belongs to 
Baumann, but some of that old magic 
is still there, for the machine’s ac- 
celeration and top end are still tops 








in class. 

The only fly in Baumann's oint- 
ment is Dave Burchards, who, true 
to the *number two" tradition, tries 
harder. Burchards has the frighten- 
ing habit of roaring through a turn 
with the power seemingly full-on, 
the bike's rear wheel skipping and 
Skidding, and his teeth gritted like 
he wished he had a good strong bite 
on Baumann’s leathers. 

With Cotati’s “long course” laid 
out, the boys had a full three miles 
per lap to dice in and they made the 
most of it. Burchards was behind 
more than he was ahead, but it was 
a close thing until about lap four 
when Baumann beganto steadily pull 
away. Taking third at a respectful 
distance was Hunter Freeman of 
Oakland.

to make strong men weep. The AFM’s 


Cotati announcer tends to get rather 
choked up about the histroy and 
grandeur of the Norton Manx (winner 
of 34 TT’s etc.) but it all sounds a 
little hollow when Baumann, Ron 
Grant or someone blasts past you, 
megaphones emitting an ear-shatter- 
ing 10,000 rpm roar. 

It seems even more hollow when, 
five or six seconds later, the bang- 
bang-bang of a big single heralds 
the approach of said Manx, persist- 
ing with all the impotent glory of 
the sinking British empire. 

One only wishes Honda would get 
off its duff and put a five or six- 
speed close-ratio gearbox in the 
Hawk to make things a bit easier for 
hard-working tuners. 

But enough philosophy. Dick Kil- 
gore’s Team Cutlass Honda 450 was 
first off the line but it was passed 
by Baumann on the 351 Honda and 


Phil Makanna on a Manx. 

Makanna kept close tabs on Bau- 
mann for a while, but soon the Hon- 
da began pulling away and led by a 
wide margin at the finish. Kilgroe 
took third. 

As an addendum, in defense of 
the world’s Manx riders, let it be 
said that a Norton pilot has one 
helluva parts problem. Over-enthusi- 
astic revving, for instance, can

cause one to frazzle a sodium-filled 
exhaust valve which costs many 
bucks when it is available, and just 
now ain't hardly available. 

Such problems as those enforce 
cautionary riding inthe most enthusi- 
astic of competitors. 

A racing enthusiast with a reli- 
gious bent might say that God is 
retaliating for the shortage of parts. 
AMC, Norton’s parent company, is in 
serious financial trouble in England 
now. The British aren’t saying much 
about it, but the US's Norton Dis- 
tributor Joe Berliner has appeared

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District #37 Sports Committee Meeting l 


The Thursday night meeting of the 
District 37 Sports Committee was a 
relatively peaceful affair in contrast to 
the previous months. President Jean 
Carter called the meeting to order and 
roll call was taken of clubs present, 

Later, President Carter explained 
that although the other local members 
of the National Competition Committee 
had been expected to attend and it had 
been so mentioned in the paper, they all 
had previous engagements except for 
Earl Flanders who was invited to take 
the microphone and hear from the body 
ideas that he could take to the National 
meeting that was coming up, as he 
would be attending. Aub Lebard sent 
word that he had resigned from the Com- 
mittee owing to the press of business. 

Topics brought up included that some 
time ago a statement had been made 
that the AMA had been considering 
dropping Sportsman Scrambles, Fland- 
ers replied that this would not happen 
because *part of the backbone of the 
AMA is the scrambles." In reply to a 
question about professional riders being 
allowed to ride scrambles before the 
end of the year, Flanders replied that 
he had been told that this subject would 
be on the agenda for the meeting but 
other than that he couldn't say. 

When asked about dropping the clas- 
sification of National Scrambles Champ- 
ionship, Flanders asked the body how 
they thought anything could be classed 
as a National when so many of the top 
riders just couldn’t afford to travel 
away from home to compete? It was 
then suggested thatif this was the case, 
why hadn'tthe classification been taken 
away from the desert events? Why not 
go all the way with this thing? 

The question of dual sanctions arose 
again,specifically Bonneville. Flanders

explained that Bonneville is a run in- 
volving different types of vehicles. 
The N.H.R.A, sanctions cars and the 
A.M.A. sponsors the bikes. There are 
no dualsanctions on one type of vehicle. 
As to holding dual-sanctions, any club 
can have a dual sanction, that is, have 
a Sportsman class sanctioned event one 
day and a professional the next as 
Daytona is handled. However, a club 
must prove that they can afford to spon- 
sor the professional sanction. In regard 
to a club requesting the sanction for a 
race such as Springfield (which is now 
defunct) a sanction for a National event 
such as the 50-miler would only be 
granted to a proven promoter on a proven 
track. 

It was asked from the floor if Earl 
Flanders was employed by J.C. Agajan- 
ian. Flanders replied that he was not. 
His services as a member of the AMA 
are donated and he pays his own bills 
when going back to the National meet- 
ings. He has served as a Competition 
Committee-man and on the Board of 
Directors since 1940. A remark from the 
floor humorously pointed out that he 
was underpaid then as even Jerry Seguin 
as a rubber-band puller at Aggie’s races 
received $25 a night. 

After Flanders had stepped down, 
Tex Myers (4-Aces) asked about the 
“Back Door Talk" he had been hearing 
that both Jean Carter and Bill Adams 
had been invited back for the Columbus 
meeting by Bill Berry. 

A rather lively discussion followed 
including statement that if we have to 
pay their bills, why not save the money 
as “we won't be belonging to the AMA 
in a few months anyway" and "why 
can't we choose our own representatives 
to go back instead of the AMA making 
the recommendation?” 


Bob Hayes of the Competition Com- 
mittee pointed out that the AMA had 
asked our two top men to go back and 
get in on the meetings, and that we had 
been given a chance to make ourselves 
heard. This was an opportunity for us 
to stop the small districts from con- 
stantly dictating the rules that always 
affected us. Finally it was voted to 
send only Jean Carter to the Columbus 
meeting. 

The Committee also reports they 
had not received results from the fol- 
lowing runs: San Pedro (July 10), Grey- 
hounds (July 31) and Simi Valley (Aug. 
14) and all races held at Prado Park 
track. Because of this, each clubmember 
would loose 50 earned points for the 
year and if the results were not received 
within two weeks, another 50 points 
would be taken from each man. The 
Gripsters M.C. had cancelled their 
October race at Prado Park.

Lee has 
come up with a new secret of how to 
make his Greeves engine perform better 
on the short track with a very simple 
device which would have to be seen to 
be appreciated. It allows Lee to charge 
into the come. - at top speed and accel- 
erate out without having (he sudden 
burst of horsepower which is character- 
istic of most two-cycle engines, In hot 
pursuit in the 250cc main event was 
Jerry Isaacson on his Bultaco. Jerry and 
Russ Robinson swapped positions sever- 
al times, with Jerry coming out ahead 
and Russ settling for third spot. In 
fourth place was Tommy Bannon from 
Palm Springs on his BSA.

Third spot went to Marty Endless. Marty 
had led in the first two laps of the 100cc 
main, but he had trouble while being 
pushed by Russ Robinson and Dan 
Kelly, The 50cc main event went to 
Paul Wilde on his Yamaha.

A near capacity crowd turned out 
on Saturday night, October 8th to 
see Eddie Mulder make a clean 
sweep of his heat, the trophy dash, 
and the main at the new TT track in 
San Gabriel. Two jumps and a slip- 
pery course provided some of the 
most exciting racing ever seen. 
Races start on the paved oval on 
the outside of the course, then the 
riders take to the dirt for the re- 
mainder of the race. There will be 
flattrack races at this stadium but 
the date has not been definitely set. 

The action started off with the 
Novices trying out the track for the 
first time. It must have been right 
for John Sprague because he won 
the first heat. The next heat race 
saw Dan Reed push his Enfield to 
the fastest heat racetime of 2:24:58. 
Dan Kelly and Phil Todd took the 
remaining two four-lap heats. Time 
came for the amateurs to run and 
run they did with Jack Konle and 
Rich Thorwaldson taking the wins. 
The two Expert prelims were taken 
by Skip Van Leeuwen and the even- 
tual winner, Eddie Mulder. 

The Novice main was won by 
Joe Roseberry who had grabbed a 
transfer position in the semi. His is 
the only Benelli in local AMA T.T.

the nexttwo places goingto Sprague 
| and Pete Willis, both on Bultacos. 
| Rich Thorwaldson and Jim Berry 
| were the men to watch in the ten- 
lap Amateur final. Both of them 
| havetaken an Amateur national T.T. 
first and second. Luck wasn't with 
Berry that night as one cylinder 
quit on him when he was in position 
to take the lead from Thorwaldson. 

With half his engine power gone, 
Berry managed to hang on to third 
place letting Randy Say get by him 
for the second place spot. 

Showing why he is a three-time 
national T.T. champion this year, 
Eddie Mulder won the two-lap trophy 
dash with Skip Van Leeuwen, Dan 
Haaby, and Amateur Thorwaldson 
behind him in that order. The Tri- 
umph-mounted Mulder jumped into 
the early lead in the main with Van 
Leeuwen riding the whole race with 
a solid second. Dave Palmer held 
| third place, but wasn’t close enough 
| to catch Mulder or Van Leeuwen. 
The real battle was for third with 
Haaby, Gene Romero, and Jack 
Simmons all trying for that spot. 
Romero took a slight lead over the 
other two, but soon Dan Haaby 
passed him on his BSA. The next 
few laps Romero tried to catch the 
hard riding Haaby but Dan poured 
on the power of his bike (which was 
running smoothly). He then tried to 
catch Palmer but time ran out be- 
fore he could overtake him. 


A Few Criticisms By the Racers 


Winner Mulder and Gene Romero 
were overheard saying that the 
course should be watered a little 
better and that the track has a lot 
of loose dirt on the top. The only 
other comment about the otherwise 
fast track was that the second jump 
is too near the turn. Races will be 
run into the winter as long as 
weather permits. This track hosts 
excellent racing and I thought it 
well worth the admission to see 
some of the action. 

San Gabriel Valley Raceway is 
within a 35-mile radius by freeways 
of the Long Beach Arena, Ascot 
Park, and the South Gate Raceway; 
and Eddie Mulder will win more than 
before but the comparison stops 
| there. San Gabriel is unique. It is a 

slow speed course with two jumps, 
two right turns, and round left turns 
for the ends, all within the infield 
of a paved !é-mile oval for car rac- 
ing. Riders found it very difficult to 
pass in the opener and very little 
passing was actually done, but you 
may assume that within a few races 
there will be passing for there is 
dollars for the man who does. 

The high intensity lighting used 
| by this raceway perhaps has no 
| equal west of New York’s Broadway 

stage lights. The lights are aimed 
to completely light the race course 
in use and an excellent job they do. 

This glittery track with a weekly 

program ran in a very businesslike 
manner should be enticing enough 
to woo many of the capable scram- 
bles riders into professional TT 
racing. There is a possibility for 
one of them to become the second 
best TT rider in the cóuntry. They 

| will never beat Mulder on this one.

GRAND TOUR SOUTH OF THE BORDER

Nearly 150 road riders crossed the international border, Saturday, 
October 8, to participate in the first annual Ensenada Grand Prix 
Poker Run. The run was co-sponsored by the Ace of Clubs M.C. and 
Cycle News, who joined hands to give Southern California road riders 
a change in scenery and a chance to see how the other half of the 
motorcycling world lives. The other half of course being the competi- 
tion riders, who were racing in the 6th annual Grand Prix Scrambles 


sponsored by the Ensenada M.C. 


The sign in and the first check 
point was in Tijuana. After signing 
in and drawing their first Bicycle 
playing card from a large Mexican 
pottery jar, the riders proceeded 
through Tijuana on the first leg of 
thé overnight Mexican tour. The 
first bikes pulled out at about 9a.m., 
but the sign-in remained open until 
3p.m., giving all latecomers a 
chance to join in on a fun ride 
through Baja California. Early rid- 
ers found it easy going through 
Tijuana to check point #2, as all 
corners were limed. The ride through 
town was short, and before they 
knew it,the riders found themselves 
on a 60-mile stretch of groovy high- 
way perfect for motorcycling. This 
highway is the type that lets man 
and machine become one as they 
soar up, over, down and around the 
mountains, with the breakers of the 
Pacific pounding the beaches only 
yards away. 





Sun and Scenery 


It was a cool morning with old Mr. 
Sun battling to burn a hole through the 
haze. Finally about 11:00 o’clock the 
sun won, and as the grey sky turned to 
blue, many riders slipped out of their 
jackets to enjoy the warm ocean breeze. 

Check point #3. was located at Raul’s 
Restaurant, where riders stopped for 
refreshments and the 3rd card for their 
poker hand. Each check points was 
very well marked with red balloons and 
a large white umbrella, and if any rider 
missed one, he was undoubtedly too 
engrossed in the beautiful scenic drive. 


Sight-Seeing and Scrambles 
After crossing the last mountain 
and rounding the final curve, the riders 
found themselves entering the enchant- 
ing city of Ensenada. Here the corners 
were also limed, but heavy down town 
traffic had spread it around so much 
that a few riders had a bit of trouble 
finding check point #5, which was 
located on the main drag. Bikes lined 
both sides of the street in front of the 
Plaza Hotel, as riders made their final

riders had a ball competing on a real rough scrambles track (although 
some of them complained a bit about the dust) but most of them had a 
blast, and what a swinging change of scene from Perris, Prado and the 
desert!

Hayward Mendenhall, with 
Class C tires on his Yamaha scrapped 
for third place with Harold Sillers on a 
Honda, making the sand fly! 


Buried Bikes 


The course was arough one as shown 
by the number of riders forced out each 
event. It was bumpy with patches of 


deep DEEP sand. With a small number 
of bikes in both the 175 Novice and the 
175 Amateur-Expert class, as the laps 
clicked off, fewer and fewer riders ap- 
peared each time through our vantage 
point until there were only two. At the 
end it was Claude Long on a Gilera 
(his wife's 125cc machine) who took the 
gold in the Novice class with Alfred 
Knight on a Bultaco in a well-earned 
second. After collecting his trophy later 
in the evening, Alfred and his buddy 
Wade Zimmerman, who had the second 
in the Amateur-Expert class, jumped in 
their truck and headed North for Perris 
to keep their District 37 points going in 
the Sunday scrambles! The Expert win- 
ner was Doug Christopher on an Ossa, 
who showed that in the rough or on the 
half-mile, he’s tough man to beat. 


Pavement Turns to Dirt 


Each event was lined up in rows on 
the highway which was blocked off

ment, The starts were wild and woolly 
as the knobhy-tired machines skidded 
and scooted to. where the track tumed 
left onto the dirt, From there it dropped 
left again down a hill onto a straight, 
iwo more lefts then up the big hill.

A 
few more twists and turns, down into a 
narrow little sand-wash, up the bank and 
out onto the street again! 


Ride of the Day 


The 250 classes were really some- 
thing to see on their starts when the 
riders funnelled into the steep downhill, 
jostling for a position. To make things 
all the more interesting, the sand would 
occasionally tweak the front end a mite 
too hard for the rider and down he'd go 
in the middle of, the troops.

A man went down right in the middle 
of the gaggle of 30-plus riders, and 
Petty, right behind him, tangled up in 
the machine and killed his engine. By 
the time he got free, coasted to the bot- 
tom and restarted his Greeves, the pack 
was away in the distance with the lead- 
ers already wailing up the big hill. Away 
went Petty in full cry after them, and 
lap after lap passed rider after rider. Up 
front, the leader was Norman Nils on a 
C-Z, with Montesa-mounted Swede Sav- 
age and Ivan Oden on a Greeves hard 
after him. On the s

The new San Gabriel Raceway was off to a good start last week and shows 
promise of hosting some fine racing these coming Saturday nights. 

According to the clocks it didn’t take the riders long to get used to the 
track. The times kept getting faster and faster. This is a completely different 
type surface and track from what the Ascot riders have been accustomed to, 


but the changeover was no big thing. 


San Gabriel and Ascot now give the TT riders (or will in the near future) 
just about the same amount of races the oval artists enjoy. TT specialists 
can look forward to racing weekly at one track or the other from now until 


early November. 

Through the winter months the San 
Gabriel TT will run at least twice a 
month and then weekly next season, For 
many years past about once a month, or 
twice at the most, was all the jump 
riders could look forward to. It's all 
changed now. 

The new track has also added what 
could be major changes to the final 
AMA point standings and the point fund 
that will be paid. Points the riders 
earned at Ascot this year are being 
carried over to the new San Gabriel 
track and the points out there will be 
added on when the riders return to Ascot 
on Nov.5th.

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Once Around The Course, 
SHAMROCKS STATE CHAMPIONSHIP H & H

At a quarter to ten the Shamrocks held their riders meeting, giving us 
the necessary information about the course, what to expect and etc...as every- 
body knows by now who has read the Cycle News report written by Dick 
Wright there was a bad start. This was the first and only bad desert start of 
the year to date, and much to my disappointment it had to happen to a swing- 
ing club like the Shamrocks M.C. and also to a State Championship run. I 
would like-to bring in to the picture a rider's viewpoint of what happened 
out there. 

I myself was sitting in line amongst the Joshua trees, and I couldn't see 
the banner very well, so I decided at the last minute to move to the right, up 
to a high knoll along with some fifteen others up there. The banner was 
visible from this point very clearly, although it looked like a postage stamp 
from the distance it was away from us. I did see the banner raised high and 
everything was real quiet and I, along with three hundred other riders could 
expect a drop at any second, naturally most riders are very tense at this 
moment waiting for the drop, and needless to say under these conditions the 
least flutter can start it, it seemed to me at that point that the banner got a 
big bow in it like would occur if the banner was in motion being dropped, but 
what actually happened was the poles that support the banner came close 
together giving it this bow. 

Now at this very split second bikes began to fire and I heard later on 
from riders that there was somebody standing behind the line with a walkie 
talkie in his hand obviously talking to the man at the other end at the banner 
truck saying “drop it, drop it!” Know if anything in this world is going to set 
anybody in motion at this point, that will do it. I was mighty confused. I 
could hear the bikes firing up. I could see riders in motion and the banner 
was still up. Just about then the banner was pulled back down into the truck 
by the more than likely disgusted banner holders seeing this lousy start take 
off. Although the banner was still erect it dropped down in height and at that 
distance it looked to me like a drop and I wasn't waiting any longer for any- 
more guys to run over me from behind. 

This old Jawa of mine started on the first kick and with all that new 
suspension came out smelling like a rose at the smoke bomb, running about 
12th overall. Although my bike rides like a Cadillacit has a lotto be desired 
for horse power, and try as I would I just couldn't keep ahead of those big 
guns. 

Now to go back to the Cycle News story by Dick Wright. He said, quote, 
“The Shamrocks signed the remaining 250 riders' cards for à restart". I think 
thé man is a bit confused, there were more like 250 riders that started on the 
bad start, Anyway, the course was fast, to check one it was a blast — beauti- 
ful. After check one the course went up a narrow road (which by the way was 
about the only part of loop one that you could really pass on) but it was a 
real fun section because you could really fly fourth gear. After a few miles 
the road sort of petered out and we wound up on a tight trail through the 
Shrubs that was still fourth gear, and it kinda went downhill to the bottom of 
this canyon where there was a flagman slowing people down for a bad ditch 
and up a steep hill into check two. Still boon docking across the high desert 
and it's still fourth gear country, came sliding into check three, a quick right 
and down through this little choppy canyon and finally out onto this flat mesa 
that was really fast. 

At this point (much to my amazement) Bob Belt passed me and about ten 
seconds later here comes Gary Conrad by me flying low at about shoulder 
height and I thought to myself at this time, *old dad, you really got yourself 
a start on this one!" We're hitting it along in fourth gear in this section and 
the terrain begins to look real familiar and I realized we were coming into 
the pits. And all of a sudden the trail makes a quick right and I overshot it 
and I’m grabbing for all kinds of binders and wishing that I had a two hundred 
pound anchor to slow me down quicker. I made a quick U turn while three 
other riders dove under me making it down the trail the right way, and I 
thought to myself “wake up stupid. You ain’t goingto get nowhere riding with 
your head in you-know-where." 

I came flying into our pits my pit crew gassed me, gave me a drink of 
water, wiped my goggles and they said you are running in the twenties, and 
I made it on down about a hundred yards to the pit check, and much to my 
amazement instead of giving me a check, Dick Fletcher ripped my tank card 
off, and I said “what in the hell are you doing?” and he said “it’s a bad 
start. Go up on the hill and start over again,” sol went back up the hill andI 
sat on the line by myself for about five minutes, then I decided I better go 
back down the hill and find out what’s going on for sure. I went back to my 
pits and got another drink of water and took my gear off and sat around for 
about ten minutes. About then I decided I better go back down to the Sham- 
rocks pit check to find out for sure what’s going to be done about this restart. 
So I put all my gear on and went back down there and asked them “when are 
you going to have the restart?” One of them said “heck man, it started thirty 
minutes ago if you want to ride this course legally you better just take off 
again on the first loop.” 

So with my new tank card I promptly departed the scene to ride the first 
loop over again. When I came into check one for the second time they told me 
I was still running about 38th overall. Now I know I couldn’t have passed 
200 riders who had a half an hour lead over me in ten miles (to disprove the 
statement of 250 riders on the legal restart). 

The second time around loop one was even better than the first. There 
was nobody in front of me and no dust. Just a few trail bikes scattered here 
and there and I had a ball running that loop again. Coming into the pits for 
the second time...gas, water and goggles wiped again. Got my pit check and 
somebody said “they went thataway!” So off I went on loop two (or really 
loop three for me and other bad starters) and it seemed to me like they just 
picked a spot in the desert and headed for it for about 15 miles. No twist, no 
turns, no nothing. All you had to do was sit back and roll it on full bore and 
watch for the danger marks, At check five we turned right and went eastbound 
ger the highway, crossed the highway and into a sandwash that was out of 
sight. 

Well would you believe at about this time that my Jawa, which never 
fouls a plug (hardly) decided to foul a plug? And would you also believe that 
the spare plug which all Jawa’s carry in the head for just this purpose 
wouldn't fire either? So only one thing left to do: change plugs.Besides I 
needed the rest anyway. So out comes the plug wrench and I started to take 
the plug out and I promptly busted the handle off of it at this point. *#$%£"#& 

So I waited for 20 minutes for the next rider to come through. Finally 
after a while through some act of determination and the help of some fellow 
bike rider I got the lousy plug out and the new one in and promptiy made it 
again into check six. A Shamrock gave me a piece of wire to fix my clutch 
handle (the pivot bolt had fallen out) and I proceeded on down the trail. About 
this time we started down into the Red Rock Canyons. There were hog backs, 
rough rocky roads, one steep down hill that took me by surprise and scared 
me half to death causing me to go on my gourd, sandwashes and a tight little * 
trail section for about a mile through some rocks and so forth. Under the 
highway and back up the reverse course of the Antelope Ramblers run the 
previous week and finally into a sandwash that led into the high desert again. 
Once on top of the high desert it was fourth gear into check eight where Ben 
Bok was checking and only five miles to the pits from there. Was I glad to 
See them pits! Tired, thirsty and just wore out, but I would like to say that I 
personally thought that the course was a beautiful piece of work, well limed, 
well danger-marked and I had a lot of fun riding it.
